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REPORT 

OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS  TO  THE  CONTRIBUTORS 


Your  Board  respectfully  submit  herewith  the  forty- 
first  annual  report  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year 
1908.

The  large  increase  in  cases  as  shown  above  has  taxed 
the  resources  of  the  Hospital  not  only  in  the  use  of  the  build- 
ings, but  has  required  the  utmost  care  in  expenditures, 
so  that  at  the  end  of  1908  the  ratio  of  expense  to  efficiency 
might  be  as  moderate  as  possible. 

Your  Board  has  given  consideration  to  the  additional 
demands  for  which  increased  service  arises  each  year  and 
feels  that  the  following  pressing  improvements  should  es- 
pecially receive  attention  during  the  year  1909. 
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The  erection  of  an  Isolation  Ward  into  which  contagious 
cases,  developing  from  time  to  time  in  the  regular  wards, 
can  be  placed  until  they  can  be  removed  to  hospitals  equipped 
for  such  diseases.  The  necessity  of  such  a  ward  has  been 
notably  exemplified  not  only  during  the  year  1908,  but 
also  on  each  and  every  occasion  where  a  contagious  disease 
has  broken  out,  such  a  ward  would  take  care  not  only  of 
developed  cases,  but  also  of  those  necessarily  under  obser- 
vation for  a  definite  period  for  which  no  proper  accommoda- 
tion now  exists. 

Tentative  estimates  show  that  an  Isolation  Ward  would 
cost  about  $20,000. 

The  staff  has  repeatedly  called  attention  to  the  desirability 
of  open  air  wards  for  such  cases  as  require  this  special  form  of 
treatment. 

The  Board  feels  that  this  much  needed  improvement 
would  add  vastly  to  the  successful  treatment  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  patients  with  symptoms  of  tuberculosis.  There  are 
always  a  sufficient  number  of  such  cases  to  fill  two  wards, 
each  having  a  capacity  of  seven  beds,  and  such  an  addition 
would  greatly  relieve  the  pressure  in  the  existing  wards. 
These  two  wards  of  seven  beds  each,  would  cost  about  $25,000. 

Both  of  these  additions,  being  of  the  utmost  importance, 
should,  we  feel,  be  consummated  as  soon  as  the  funds  can 
be  obtained,  and  the  attention  of  the  friends  of  the  Hospital 
is  most  earnestly  called  to  the  urgency  of  its  needs,  inasmuch 
as  the  management,  much  as  it  desires  to  do  so,  is  powerless 
to  make  these  improvements  under  the  present  financial 
condition  of  the  Treasury. 

The  Psychopathic  Clinic  of  the  out  patient  service  for 
mental  diseases  established  in  1908,  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Charles  W.  Burr  has  amply  proven  the  demand  for  its 
place  in  a  hospital  treating  diseases  of  the  Nervous  System. 

The  accumulated  deficit  in  the  maintenance  fund  up  to 
May  31,  1907,  amounted  to  $13,246,66,  of  which  $10,519.94 
was  transferred  in  February  last  to  the  General  Fund,  which 
accounts  for  the  large  decrease  shown  in  the  deficit  in  the 
Treasurer's  Statement.    This  is  virtually  transferring  the 
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deficit  to  a  capital  account  and  was  proposed  by  the  Treasurer 
in  order  to  simplify  the  bookkeeping  of  the  Hospital. 

The  deficit  including  unpaid  bills  for  the  year  amounts  to 
$7949.53.  A  very  serious  condition  confronts  the  Board 
each  year  in  view  of  this  ever  increasing  deficiency. 

The  School  of  Massage  and  Electricity,  although  highly 
efficient,  is  to  be  further  improved  by  extending  the  course 
from  four  months  to  seven  months,  thereby  providing  a  full 
course  of  instruction  in  all  branches  in  the  theory  and  prac- 
tice of  Massage  and  Electricity. 

The  Training  School  for  Nurses  continues  to  maintain 
its  high  reputation. 

The  graduating  exercises  of  the  class  of  1908  were  held 
on  November  27th;  ten  nurses  received  diplomas. 

The  thanks  of  the  Hospital  are  due  to  the  Rev.  Philip 
Steinmetz,  Jr.,  and  Dr.  Morris  J.  Lewis,  for  their  addresses, 
and  also  to  the  Vestry  of  the  Epiphany  Church  for  the  use 
of  the  Parish  House  for  the  evening. 

Donation  Day  was  held  on  April  9,  1908,  and  the  Hospital 
is  greatly  indebted  to  all  those  who  generously  contributed 
both  in  money  and  materials. 

Mrs.  Charlton  Yarnall  endowed  by  a  gift  of  $3000  a 
perpetual  free  bed  for  children,  in  memory  of  Alexander  B. 
Coxe,  and  Miss  Julia  Garrett  has  again  shown  her  interest 
by  a  donation  of  $11,000  to  the  Endowment  for  Free  Beds; 
Mrs.  C.  H.  Brock  has  donated  $500  and  Mrs.  Eckley  B.  Coxe 
$300  to  the  same  fund. 

To  the  General  Fund  Mr.  Eckley  B.  Coxe,  Jr.,  has  pre- 
sented $1000  and  Miss  Rebecca  Coxe  $500.  To  the  Special 
Fund  for  the  purchase  of  orthopaedic  appliances  Miss  Mar- 
garet Clyde  has  given  $500. 

The  sincere  thanks  of  the  Board  are  due  to  all  those  who 
have  so  liberally  contributed  to  the  support  of  the  Hospital, 
and  you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  detailed  statement 
of  the  Treasurer  for  a  list  of  the  contributions. 

The  Women's  Committee  has,  during  the  year,  given  great 
attention  to  visiting  the  Hospital,  and  its  interest  for  the 
benefit  of  the  patients  has  been  most  thoroughly  appreciated. 
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For  details  of  the  operations  of  the  Hospital  you  are 
respectfully  referred  to  the  Reports  of  the  Treasurer,  Staff 
and  Superintendent. 

The  Board  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  of  and 
thanks  to  the  House  Officers  and  employees  who  have  so 
intelligently  and  faithfully  performed  their  various  duties.

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REPORT 

OF  THE  SURGICAL  STAFF 


Gentlemen: 

The  Surgical  Staff  begs  leave  to  report  that  during  the 
past  year  the  number  of  new  patients  applying  for  treatment 
in  the  surgical  clinic  were  675,  and  of  old  patients  1896,  and 
of  revisits  for  massage,  electricity,  and  other  treatment  2958, 
making  a  total  of  5529.  This  is  a  very  marked  increase  over 
last  year.  The  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  house 
were  189 — slightly  less  than  last  year,  but  this  has  been  due 
to  the  very  serious  nature  of  the  diseases  from  which  the 
patients  were  suffering,  which  necessitated  longer  periods  in 
bed. 

The  waiting  list  of  patients,  particularly  for  the  children's 
ward,  is  always  a  large  one,  and  we  would  again  urge  the  de- 
sirability of  increasing  the  capacity  in  the  children's  surgical 
ward.  We  would  again  urge  the  desirability  of  providing  a 
special  ward  for  open  air  treatment  of  children  suffering  from 
tuberculous  bone  and  joint  affections.

ON  THE  TEACHING  AND  APPLICATION  OF  ELECTRICITY 
MASSAGE,  AND  THERAPEUTIC  EXERCISE 


Gentlemen: 

The  usual  two  classes  in  massage,  electricity,  and  thera- 
peutic exercise  were  given  the  past  year  by  Dr.  J.  K.  Mitchell, 
with  the  addition  of  special  lectures  on  curvature  of  the  spine 
by  Dr.  Taylor,  and  on  massage  treatment  of  fractures  by 
Dr.  Davis.  The  pupils  received  numbered  25,  the  fees 
amounting  to  $2012. 

In  the  out-patient  department  there  was  a  large  increase 
in  the  number  of  treatments  given — 10,480  in  all,  those  for 
1907  numbering  8318.  A  small  fee  is  charged  those  patients 
who  are  able  to  pay,  whether  for  massage,  electrical,  or 
exercise  treatments,  the  total  collected  in  this  way  reaching 
$628.41,  making  the  receipts  for  this  department  $2640  in 
cash,  in  addition  to  the  treatment  of  ward  and  private  pa- 
tients in  the  Hospital,  of  which  no  account  is  made. 

Miss  Heald,  who  has  taught  the  classes  since  1897  and 
supervised  also  the  application  of  massage  in  the  Hospital, 
has  sent  in  her  resignation  to  take  effect  after  the  present 
courses  are  finished. 

Her  enthusiasm  and  careful  teaching  has  helped  greatly 
to  give  our  pupils  and  nurses  their  good  reputation  for  massage 
and  she  will  be  much  missed. 

Mrs.  Meyer,  who  has  assisted  with  the  teaching  for  several 
years,  will  take  charge  of  the  work.

RULES  FOR  ADMISSION  OF  PUPILS 

Application  may  be  made  in  person  or  by  letter  to  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Training  School,  who  will  furnish 
the  necessary  papers  for  completing  the  application. 

Candidates  must  be  between  twenty-two  and  thirty-two 
years  of  age.  They  must  be  of  sound  health,  and  should 
send  a  certificate  from  a  physician  and  oculist  with  their 
application,  certifying  to  the  fact.  They  should  also  send 
the  names  and  addresses  of  two  responsible  persons  who 
know  of  their  good  character  and  capabilities. 

Applicants  approved  will  be  taken  for  three  months  on 
probation,  as  vacancies  occur.  This  time  is  not  counted  in  as 
part  of  the  two  years'  course. 

Probationers  are  required,  when  on  duty,  to  wear  pale  blue 
gingham  dresses  simply  made  (same  as  pupil-nurses),  round 
linen  collars  and  the  aprons  only. 
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Pupil-nurses  are  required,  when  on  duty,  to  wear  the 
dress  prescribed  by  the  Institution,  which  is  of  pale  blue 
gingham,  simply  made,  white  apron  and  cap,  linen  collar, 
and  oversleeves. 

The  right  is  reserved  by  the  Hospital  authorities  to  ter- 
minate at  any  time  the  connection  of  any  pupil  with  the 
School  for  inefficiency,  misconduct,  or  for  any  other  reason 
which  may  be  deemed  sufficient. 

Pupils  will  be  paid  eight  dollars  per  month  for  the  entire 
course. 

This  sum  is  allowed  for  uniforms,  text-books,  and  other 
expenses  connected  with  the  School,  and  is  in  no  way  in- 
tended as  salary. 

Hours  of  duty  for  day  nurses  are  from  7  a.  m.  to  7.30  p.  m.  ; 
for  night  nurses,  from  7.30  p.  m.  to  7.30  a.  m. 

No  nurse  is  required  to  do  both  day  and  night  duty  on  the 
same  day,  except  in  emergencies. 

Each  nurse  on  day  duty  is  allowed  two  hours  after  1.30 
o'clock  p.  m.  for  rest  and  recreation;  one-half  day  after  2  p.  m. 
each  week,  and  four  hours  on  Sunday. 

Two  weeks'  vacation  is  allowed  each  year. 

Nurses  may  be  called  upon  for  four  months'  regular  night 
duty  during  the  two  years,  besides  special  cases  to  a  limited 
number. 

Nurses  when  sick  will  be  cared  for  in  the  Hospital,  but 
payment  is  stopped  and  the  time  so  lost  must  be  made  up. 
Instruction  includes : 

1.  Care  of  wards  and  rooms,  ventilation  and  disinfection. 

2.  Bedmaking,  care  of  helpless  patients,  giving  baths, 
prevention  and  treatment  of  bed-sores. 

3.  External  applications,  poultices,  fomentations,  counter- 
irritants,  cups,  leeches,  etc. 

4.  Administration  of  enemata  and  the  use  of  the  female 
catheter. 

5.  Observations  of  the  pulse,  temperature,  respiration, 
secretions,  state  of  the  skin,  mental  condition,  as  to  sleep, 
appetite,  effects  of  diet,  or  of  stimulants  and  medicines. 

6.  Surgical  nursing,  aseptic  and  antiseptic  surgery,  tech- 
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nique  of  operating  room,  preparation  of  surgical  dressings, 
use  and  care  of  various  appliances,  preparation  of  patient 
for  operation,  duties  of  a  nurse  during  operation,  after-care 
of  patient. 

7.  Bandaging  and  use  of  splints. 

8.  Care  of  nervous  patients,  methods  of  rest  cure. 

9.  Principles  of  massage  and  Swedish  movements,  with 
practical  exercises,  application  of  electricity. 

10.  Chemistry  of  food,  invalid  cooking. 

11.  Administration  of  baths  in  the  Hydrotherapy  Depart- 
ment. 

Lectures  and  demonstrations  are  given  at  certain  times 
by  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Staffs,  their  assistants,  and  the 
Resident  Physicians  of  the  Hospital. 

Examinations  are  conducted  by  members  of  the  Staff. 

When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  satisfactorily  completed 
a  diploma  is  given,  certifying  to  their  period  of  training,  their 
proficiency,  and  their  moral  character. 

This  Training  School  offers  special  advantages  to  educated 
women  who  are  fitted  to  the  work.  The  private  patients 
in  the  Hospital  afford  opportunities  to  nurses  in  advanced 
classes  for  special  instruction  and  individual  responsibility, 
which  is  of  great  value  to  them  when  they  first  engage  in 
private  work  after  graduation.
